try South of Astoria Has Not
Boen Settled by Ranchers.

“If more Astoria business men would
come out to our country oceasionally,”
mid u well known Nebalem valley
rancher yesterday, “you would know
more about the principal farming dis-
trict which is tributary to Astoria, and
you would be more enthusiastic In
helping to bring about the development
of the counly. For the want of good
roads we every year feed large gquanti-
tles of vegetables and frults of &l
kinds to the hogs because we cannot get
them to market. The farmers do not
even cut all of thelr fine timothy hay,
worth here from $15 to $20 a ton, for
the same reason. Land which will pro-
duce almost any crop in abundance s
cheap and only awalts connection with
a market to make Is very valuable.
Unless we farmers can bring a lttle
produce to town to sell we can not af-
ford the expense of the trip very often.
“The county saw mill was taken to
Road Supervisor J. Jamleson's place
last week and will cut planking during
the winter for the 18 miles of road be-
tween Olney and Jewell, and we hope
in another year 1o have a road over
which a team can haul & few sacks of
spuds or a few bules of hay. -

“We expect to petition the county
court this fall for anather two-mill
levy for the benefit of this read fund.

“Our part of the county needs roads
more than anything else and the farm-
ers are rallylng to the battle cry more
than ever before. Let the town péopleé
take steps to encournge road-bullding,
for It Is as much to the interest of As-
torla a8 to that of the country. Give
us good roads and we will supply you
with an abundance of apples, plums,
prunes, polatoes, honey, hops, cheese,
butter, all kinds of vegetables, frults
and berrles, clover and timothy hay,
beef, mutton, pork and everything else
that good soll will produce.”

GLAZED BUTTER.

Attractive Method of Protecting From
Deterioration.

United States Consul General Rich-
ard Guenther, Frankfort, Germany,
writes;

Under the caption “Glased Butter,”
German papers state that it has long
been known in Germany that butter
can be glazed by the use of sugar; that
is, It can be coated with a glass-llke
sugar covering. This method, the pa-
pers state, seems {0 become of some Im-
portance, as It recently has been used
on a large scale In England for butter
#old In forms.

The Druggists’ Journal calls atten-
tion to the usefulness of this Inno-
vation and says that butter so treated
keeps fresh for a longer time than if
not treated. It is first carefully knead-
ed and washed, then put into forms
weighing one pound each and placed
in & cool room, The glazing is done by
painting the surface with a hot sugar
solution. The brush used should be
very soft and the painting should be
done quickly. The sugar solution melts
the surface of the butter, and the sugar
and melted butter form a sort of var-
nish which protects the butter against
deterloration from outside Influences.

CHICAGO'S DRAINAGE SCHEME

Now Completing the Largest Pumping
Works in the Werld.

The blggest pumping works in the
world are nearing completion on the
lake shore at Chicago, They are in-
tended to convey the drainage of a
great section of the clity into the south
branch of the Chicago river. When the
dralnage scheme on the north side of
the city is In operation, no single drop
of the city sewnge will be able to find
its way into Lake Michigan from Ev-
anston to the Calumet river. It will all
flow into the backward-running Chi-
cago river, and thence into the draln-
nge canal. The fow of lake water into
the river will dllute this drainags so
that, at last, Chicago will bdve a com-
plete and entiraly sanitary system,
guaranteed to affect either the health
of the city itself nor that of any city
on the route followed by the waters
of the Chlcago river as it journeys to
the Gulf of Mexico.
